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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' statement of offering to surrender the original letters patent is 
acknowledged, however, such surrender is no longer necessary. 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 
1.175 and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: the statement that "All errors 
corrected in this reissue application arose without any deceptive intention on the part of 
the applicant" is not a correct statement and should be as follows "All errors being 
corrected in the reissue application up to the time of the filing of the oath or declaration 
arose without any deceptive intention on the part of applicant" (37 CFR 1.175(a)(2); new 
claim amendments for the March 29, 2004 amendment must have a supplemental 
declaration stating "That every error arose without any deceptive intention on the part of 
the applicant" (37 CFR 1.175(b)(1); the "errors" corrected by the March 29, 2004 
amendment are also not specified, as such amendment changed the November 24, 
2003 amendment of the claims, that is, the specified "at least one error" in the reissue 
declaration of November 24, 2003 is now incorrect, as the claims are now longer 
amended in the same way as in that first preliminary amendment. 

3. Claims 1-47 and 49-58 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1 .175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 50,52,54,56 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 50 is indefinite because it recites 
that "the first section is a secondary service section" without any correlation to the 
recitation of "the first section is a service section" already recited in claim 49. Likewise, 
claims 52,54,56 and 58 have the same recitation as claim 50 and are indefinite for that 
reason. Further, claims 56 and 58 are considered to be duplicate claims to claim 54, as 
they all recite that "the first section is a secondary service section" and all three claims 
depend from claim 53. 

6. The references listed on the PTO-1449 are considered to be art of interest only. 
The reference cited on the PTO-892 is the parent case.
